EXAMINER'S AMENDMEN 




1. This application is in condition for allowance excepffor the presence of claims 9- 
12 to an invention non-elected with traverse indicated in a telephone conversation made 
to Atty. Carson on November 16, 2001. However, because applicant did not distinctly 
and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 
Please cancel non-elected claims 9-12. 



2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

3. The following is an examiners statement of reasons for allowance: 

After carefully reviewed the Applicant's arguments in the telephone interview on 
7/24/02 (see the interview summary in paper 10), and updated prior art of record, the 
Examiner finds that the Applicant's arguments are reasonable and persuasive. 
Therefore, they place the application in condition for allowance. The primary reason for 
the indication of the allowability of claims 1-8 and 13 (renumbered as 1-9, respectively) 
is the plurality of bridges provided by portions of the oxide layer between an inner region

and an outer region of the oxide layer within the inductive loop. This limitation is found in 
claims 1-8 and 13 (renumbered as 1-9, respectively), and is neither disclosed nor taught 
by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
